1SD4. intending the public to attribute them to the 
imagination or President Cleveland in March 1S03. But Repub- 
licans fail to refer to the fact that the Republican tariff law wj\s 
in force during more than twelve of the sixteen moinlis of bus- 
iness disasters. This fact mus: be remembered—the McKhiley 
tariff bill became a law October C, 1S90, and the first indications 
of the 1S9-3 panic were seen November 11. 1SOO. scarcely more 
than thirty days after the Ms-Kinley law was passed, and the 
panic reached its worst stasre in 1SJ>3 and early in 1S94 during 
which time the MirKi'iiey law was in full force. 


MILLIONS LOST THEIR JOBS 


It may be recalled, too. that the panic of 1S73. under Re- 


publican rule and iu a period of twelve years of high tariff 
taxation, was most disastrous. It continued five years. 3.000.- 
OUO workiinnen were thrown out of employment and bankruptcy 
ran riot. 


It may also be recalled that from 1S?1 to 1SS6 under two 


Republican tariffs, labor strikes involved 22.304 establishments 
ami 1.32-3.203 working-men. Xine thousand four hundred and 
thirty-nine strikes were for increased wages and 4.344 strikes 
were against wage reductions. 


During 1S83 and 1SS4 while the Republicans tinkered with 


the tariff, there were 2'\152 failures involving $399.217.000^ 
In 1SS5, still under Republican control, there was business de- 
pression and 1.000.000 unemployed men. 


In 1S90 the AIcKiiiley high tariff bill was passed and there 


were 10.673 failures followed by 12.394 in 1591. 
The tariff was 


raised to nearly fifty per cent, but wages stood still or declined 
while the cost of necessities advanced. 


The most serious labor troubles in the history of the United 


States have oc-ciirerd under Kepublican high tariffs. 


PICTURE OF POVERTY. 


The annual repurt of the Society for Organizing Charities 


recounted the quadrupling of applications for aid in the spring 
of 190S. The distressing poverty resulting from the panic of 
1907 continued in effect for a year. The report furnishes the 
picture of the results of this "Republican panic." 


"Some of us had labored through the crisis of fifteen years 


before, and with, the first coming of trouble this year realized 
with sinking- hearts what hard tunes would mean for the poor in 
lowered standards of living and lowered efficiency. We were to 
see again this winter homes lost in the buying; we were to see 
borrowings from chattel loan companies on disastrous terms; 
we were to see borrowings from chattel loan companies on dis- 
astrous terms: we were to see-furniture sold piece by piece; we 
were to see the self-respecting occupants of separate houses move 
into furnished rooms and encounter there the lower moral tone 
that comes with loss of privacy; we were to see others take in 
lodgers who were unfit companions for their children; and we 
were to see the whole family groups heroically contriving to 
exist somehow on the two days" earnings in each week of one 
jnember. .Grocers say that, often, they are now selling only one- 
third as much, as they formerly sold to the same people."

Of the total crop of grain for 1911 only 3 per cent was used in the liquor 
business. There isn't much in it for the farmer. These are also government 
statistics, and the government isn't in the anti-saloon business. Invariably 
•when compared with other industries the liquor business is at a disadvantage. 
The liquor business employs only one-Sfta as many -workers for the same 
amount invested as is ti-e case in the average number employed in the testile, 
iron, lumber, leather and p.iper industries. The •worker in the liquor business 
receives only about one-third as much of the pro2i in the business as those in 
these industries receive. The individual worker may receive more money, 
largely because there are few women employed, but it is a -well kno?rn fact 
that the brewery worker dies at an earlier ase than do the workers in the 
average industry. F6r esampie. between the aces of forty-five and fifty-five 
the average ceath rat^ for occupied ronies is 20-7 per thousand, but among tae 
brewery "workers the death rate at the same age is SOS per thousand, more 
than 50 per cent higher. What. about the bartenders, salesmen" and other 
workers in the liquor business? These have been eliminated in this discus- 
sion, because whatever argument applies to these workers in the liquor busi- 
ness applies with even greater force to those in the other industries mentioned. 
It requires icore peop".e to sell S1.SOO,000 worth of bread and clothing than it 
floes to sell liquor of the same value.

Of 
these those best fitted to the new «n- 
Tironment survive, while those ill 
fitted perish. This is an immutable 
law of nature. 


"Very few of the descendants ot 


the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence are in public life and 
most of them are nonentities," says 
Colonel Woodruff, ''while immigrants 
and the sons of immigrants are £n tne 
seats of the mighty." 


Analyzing the lists of American 


winners in the Olympic games of 1906 
and 190S, he finds that at least three- 
fourths of the American competitors 
were of "stocks which arrived here 
after the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, and the great majority of 
them arrived in the two or three 
decades following 1S40." Of those 
who won the first, second or third 
place, ten per cent were foreign born, 
about 43 per cent, were native born 
of foreign parents and only 47 per 
cent, were native born of native par- 
ents. "Considering the names." he 
continues, "it is safe to say that 85 
per cent- or more of the winners are 
of stock which immigrated since 1840."
